A NOVEL LEGAL PROCEEDING. 


Runaway Broncos Get their Owners 
Into Trouble.

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Juan Se­ 
pulveda, residing one mile from Wil­ 
mington, was brought into town by a 
Constable, almost perforated with 
buckshot. Several days ago Sepulve­ 
da lost three or four horses, which he 
found in the possession of a man 
named Morrison, held as estrays for 
damage committed. 
The case was 
tried before J. J. Martin, Justice of the 
Peace at Compton, and judgment ren­ 
dered against Sepulveda for $25 27. 
It would seem that four horses should 
settle this amount, but, for some rea­ 
son, execution was issued several days 
ago and put in the hands of M. W. 
Orr, 
Constable, 
who 
immediately 
tried to get possession of a flock of 
sheep owned by Sepulveda. In this 
he was foiled, but yesterday morning 
lie returned to tlie attempt with an 
armed posse, consisting of Charles 
Wright, James Orr, J. K. Morrison, 
Fred. Jenkins and Mr. Crawford. Se­ 
pulveda, very naturally, seeing so 
many armed men, walked out of his 
house with a shot-gun in his hand, 
when the constabulary mob immedi­ 
ately fired on him, putting a buckshot 
in tlie left side of his neck, one in the 
middle of his forehead, one in liis 
thigh and another in his wrist. 
In 
this half-butchered condition lie was 
borne off'in triumph by the Constable 
and brought to Los Angeles, the guar­ 
dian of the peace chuckling immense­ 
ly lliut lie liad got the man and the 
sheep, too. 
By the time a crowd of 
indignant citizens was gathered, Mr. 
Constable Orr didn’t think it quite 
such a nice little legal pleasantry, and 
when he attempted to put shackles on 
the wounded man, he was, perhaps, 
nearer than he suspected to having a 
big head put on his legal slioulders. 
The shackling was reluctantly aban­ 
doned by the gentleman who repre­ 
sented tlie majesty of the law at 
Compton, anti Sepulveda was taken 
where his wounds could he dressed. 
Tlie Constable and his victim agree 
substantially in their statements, ex­ 
cept that the latter charges the former 
with knocking his wife down. 
As 
the case now stands, the Constable was 
almost guilty of murder,and it is very 
questionable whether this system of 
collecting costs is justifiable. 
We 
await the legal inquiry with consider­ 
able interest.
